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THE SMUGGLER’s HUT. 


We had spent the greater part of an April 
day in rambling with our dogs among the 
chain of mouftains, that extends from Jones- 


burough to Dundalk. Louth jagenerally a flat 
country, but in this naighbourboodit presents 
sauch of the wild and untamed scenery 80 
characteristic of Ireland. Maesy white 
rotks, rising abruptly in the face of round 
ahd swelling hills, form a bold and pleasing 
relief to the black unoors which spread their 
dzeary expanse along the valleys. Scarce 
a solitary but is to be found among these 
= inilis ; and not even a stunted fir tree 
riises ite head as a shelter from sun or storm. 
For an extent of miles, nature secins never 
to have awakened from her sleep ; the foot 
of i has not yet trodden the de- 
sdlate paths; and if we except a few miser- 
able looking animals with their solitary 
herds, wild-fow!l may be said to be the only 
tenants of moor and mountain. To this 
picture there is a beautiful contrast present- 
‘ed by the valley in which Jonesborough is 
situated. Whilst the western side stretches 
away to the wild tract of which f have spo- 
ken, the opposite hills are covered with a 








trees of a thousand liveries rise in a thick 
mass to the véry summit of the mountain. 
Their variegated and sheltery look 
give tenfold from the naked ap- 
pearance of the scene by which they are sur- 
rounded. About half way up the hill stands 
the chateau of Lord Clermont, commanding 
an extensive prospect of the adjacent coun- 
try, while it is itself so shrouded by the plant- 
inz as to be visible from only a few points ia 
the landscape. ‘There are many causes as- 
signed for the negicct paid to Ravensdale 
by its noble proprietor; and the people of 
the valley tell a curious anecdote about the 
origin of the wiim which first drove him 
away. As we cannot, however, vouch for its 
authenticity, we shall not relate it, but con- 
tent ourselves with simply adding another 
neme to the long roll of Irish landlords, 
who forsake their beautiful seats and wide 
domains, to bestow upon other countries the 
time which should be spent in doing good 
at home. 

My two companions and myselfhad start- 
ed early in the forenoon, for the purpose 
training some young powiters; and those who 
are addicted to field sports, will readily be- 
lieve that the task was no sinecure. To 
ramble over precipitous mountains, and foun- 
der through a parcel of heavy bogs, is a 
toilsome enough work, uoder any circum- 
stances; but to beat over and over the same 

ground after three or four senseless dogs, and 
to climb and wade, as occasion may require, 
are duties I would recommend only to a 
true amateur of the gun. The weather too 

was worthy of April. Warm bursts of sun- 

shine, and frequent thunder showers, from 

which we sought shelter in vain, allowed us 

to boast that we were thoroughly drenched 
and dried again, at least six times in as many 

hours. Under this agreeable exercise, it 

may be presymed that we paid carly an} 

regular devotion to our flasks, which were 

indeed so rapidly exhausted, that we would 

gladly have steered homewards, could we 

only have found our way. But we had lost 

our course; we had neither compass nor 

pole star for a guide; and the two youug pil- 

grims might have sunk in exhaustion and 

despair, but for the ready jokes and endless 

stories of our elder comrade, whose rosy face 

and classic figure, teres atque rotundus, an- 

nounced a life of good humour and good 

cheer. He was well used to losing his way 

among the mountains; and having never 

foundered before, argued with a logical in- 

duction worthy of Bacon, that he could be 

in no danger of foundering then. We wan- | 
dered on, and within an hour or two of sunset 

found ourselves at the back of one of, the 

steepest mountains on the brow of a narrow 

gorge, which looked not unlike the bed of a 

dried torrent. At some distance down the 

ravine we perceived a thin curl of smoke, 

and never did Israelite in the desert hail the 

cloudy pillar with more joy, than did we this 

sign of human habitation. 

Plunging at once into the glen, we pur- 

sued its course, till a sudden turn brought 

us within a few yards of a hut, till then in- 

visible. It stood at the termination of the de- 

file, which formed its sides, while the roof was 

composed of rough sticks or wattles, over- 

laid with sods, so as to be exactly on a level 

with the top of the banks. From a narrow 

hole in this curious roof rose the smoke 

which we had noticed ; but the edifice was 

#0 situated, as absolutely to defy the search 

of any not well acquainted with the localitics 

of the mountain. Tad we been a few yards 

further distant, or less anxiously watchful, we 

should scarcely have observed even the 

smoke. Our approach was likely to be not 

unop , for four athletic men, stripped to 

the shirt, and with countenances anything 

but inviting, sprang forward to meet us. 

Our appearance, however, our answers to 

a few hurried questions, and the mention of 
our names which were not unknown to them, 

satisfied them, according to their own ex- 

pression, that “ we were the sort;’’—that is, 

as we learned afterwards, thet we were nei- 

ther gaugers, excizemen, nor informers, nor

We were admitted with- 
out further ceremony, and found onrselves 
in the middle of about a dozen young men 
and women, who were watching with great 
earnestness the working of a private still. 

The apparatus was of the simplest kind, and 
might have afforded a useful Jesson of eco- 
nomy to the veriest Scotch distiller. Three 
barrels, a large pot, and a few metal pipes, 


a “ Johnny” or tin cup for trying the merits 
of the liquor. Havmg exchanged saluta- 
tions with the inmates, we put the latter 
utensil in speedy requisition, and in our ex- 
hausted state, enjoyed not a little the smokey 
flavour of the “mountain dew,” which had 
never been disgraced by the sight of an 
exciseman. A short time brought us into 
terms of wonderful intimacy with our com- 
panions, to whom we related our melancholy 
wandering of the last few hours, and were

It was supposed that fear 
would induce the neighbourhood to unite in 
suppressing these establishments, but the 
effect was the reverse. They joined in en- 
deavouring to conceal and shelter the smug- 
glers.— We must, however, return to our 
story. ‘The wearied soldiers searched for 
some hours in vain. ‘The prey had broken 
fvém the toil, and left no trace of its escape. 
A long march, and a complete disap- 
pointment, sgeined I:kely to be the sole re- 
ward of the enterprise. But the end had 
not yet arrived. The smugglers were resolv- 
ed to give the soldiers a lessoa against 
rashly invading their mountain territories. 
The party was returning homewards, and 
passing in some disorder through a narrow 
defile, wondering that they had 1.ot seen one 
individual about the spot, when they were 
assailed by a volley of stones from a bank 
immediately above them.

Extract of a letter to a gentleman in this city, 
dated ‘‘ Buenos Ayrean private armed brig Guil- 
lermo Tell, Mensurado, 25th December, 1828. 
We are now lying here repairing damages sus- 
tained in a ranning fight with a Spanish Gainea- 
man, on the 11th inst. off the river Gallenas, on 
the north coast of Africa. We swept afler him 
from daylight until 3 30, P. M. under English 
colors. Came up along side and ordered him to 
send his boat on board with the Captain—he 
sent his boat with his supercargo; our first offi- 
cer, Mr. Smith, returned in his beat, with ano- 
ther officer and five men, with orders to send tbe 
Spanish Captain on board. At this time we 
shifted our flag, and Mr. Smith fell, mortally 
wounded, on her decks: he had three balls 
through him. Ovr boat shoved off, for they 
were unarmed, in doing which two of our men 
were shot along side of him. He immediately 
mede all sail. On perceiving this, we gave him 
a broadside, and filled after him, and after three 
hours, within grape range, on his perceiving our 
intention of boarding, he struck. Our loss in 
killed and wounded were equal. We imme- 
diately took possession of her, and lar.ted the 
Captain and crew at Cape Mount, and made sail 
for this port. We were well received, and every 
possible assistance given us to refit. She cut us 
up considerably. We have been endeavoring to 
make her seaworthy if possible, but she has so 
many shot holes through her, and one especially 
in the rudder. post, that I am afraid we shall 
have to condemn her here. She is a beautiful 
fast sailing schooner, and would be an acquisi- 
tion in the river Plata. I have had my hands 
full thie last eight days, as I supply the place of 
the first officer, who was killed. Had we at- 
tempted to have laid him on board after his 
hauling down his colours, we should have been 
blown into eternity together. The villain know- 
ing his own culpability, and being afraid of our 
revenging the death of our officer and men on 
him, he went down into the magazine, with a lan- 
tern and match, and swore, if we did not swear to 
show him mercy, that he would blow the vessel 
up. We were so near (our yards touching) and 
he having about half a cargo of powder, we 
should have gone up together. All his men were 
over the side forward, crying out for us to send 
our boats for themn; however, in fifteen minates 
we had complete possession of her and him. I 
have been in three or four actions previous, but 
this man fought to desperation; in fact, for the 
last hour, he kept his men to quarters with his 
pistols at their heads; and when his men de- 
serted him, he took the desperate resolution of 
blowing her up.’’

Miss Eaeay gave us, last evening, Mcr- 
pHr’s Grecian Daughter, admirable as an 
acting tragedy, with a few scenes from Dou- 
glass, and the farce of the Sultan. Having 
once or twice found it necessary to be rather 
free in my strictures on this lady's performances, 
I am pleased to have an opportunity of making 
some amends, by bearing testimony in favour of 
her Euphrasia. In this heroic part, a com- 
manding figure is a great advantage; and Miss 
Emeny’s performance, altogether, was very 
creditable. There was less violence of voice 
and action than on any of the preceding nights;
